Claim 25: Replace "a plurality of foreign agents." in line 9 with "the plurality of 
foreign agents; and receive, by the plurality of foreign agents from a home agent, 
multicast packets addressed to the multicast address, wherein the multicast packets 
contain information for communication to the mobile unit, wherein the home agent 
determines the multicast address by communicating a request including the IP address of 
the mobile unit to the mobility manager and receiving the multicast address from the 
mobility manager responsive to the request.".

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claim 1-3, 6, 8, 9, 11, 12, 14, 16, 17, 19, 20, 22, 25, 27, 28, 30, 31 and 33-37 are 
allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed to a system for distributing packets. The prior arts in the record fail 
to teach or make obvious to a system comprising a plurality of foreign agents 
communicating a request including the device identifier to the mobility manager and 
receiving the multicast address from the mobility manager and a home agent 
communicating a request including the IP address of the mobile unit to the mobility 
manager and receiving the multicast address from the mobility manager responsive to the 
request within a structure of the claim. These features are claimed in the independent 
claims 1, 6, 14, 22 and 25 and render them allowable. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
